As  the  sun  sank  lower  in  the  evening  sky,  many  special  events  claimed  the  time  and  atten- 
tion of  the  Seniors:  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  the  Washington  trip,  Senior  play,  class  night, 
and  finally,  on  May  28,  graduation  exercises  for  the  thirty-nine  members  of  the  Class  of  1956.

Named  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
PTA  for  the  principal  of  the  school  be- 
cause of  his  leadership  in  developing 
the  project,  the  completed  field  will 
include  alighted  football  and  baseball 
field,  areas  for  softball  and  basketball, 
all-weather  tennis  courts,  and  paved 
playing  areas  for  a  variety  of  other 
activities.  Estimated  value  upon  com- 
pletion is  approximately  $35,000. 

Immediately  after  the  landadjacent 
to  the  school  property  was  purchased  by 
the  County  Board  of  Education,  high 
schoolboys  led  by  F  FA  members  cleared 
the  area  of  trees  and  brush,  surveyors 
and  soil  conservation  men  planned  and 
made  drawings,  and  men  and  machinery 
moved  in  to  rearrange  tons  of  dirt. 

The  entire  school  and  community 
united  in  an  effort  to  make  contribu- 
tions and  donations  and  to  raise  money 
through  carrying  out  projects  which 
have  included  square  dances,  turkey 
shoots,  sale  of  food,  sale  of  Christmas 
decorations,  sale  of  school  supplies, 
bake  sales,  quartette  sings,  suppers, 
and  a  semiformal  dance,  among  other 
activities .
